Hatch, Helms bills dying? 
Hatfield pro-life ‘fallback’

WASHINGTON (NC) — The Hatch 


amendment and the Helms human life 
bill in recent months have been the chief 
focus of the abortion debate on Capitol 
Hill. But with the Hatch amendment 
perhaps dead in the Senate and the Helms 
bill looking for a free ride on another 
measure, a third proposal by Sen. Mark 
O. Hatfield (R-Ore.) may be gaining 
prominence. 


Hatfield’s bill was quietly introduced in 
April as a ‘‘fallback’’ measure should the 
other two proposals fail. It may very well 
emerge as the pro-life movement’s last 
best hope for action on the abortion front 
during the 97th Congress. 

BUT WHAT would the Hatfield bill 
do, and how does it differ from the Hatch 
and Helms measures? 

Basically, the Hatfield bill would make 
permanent many of the abortion funding 
restrictions which Congress now must 


attach each year to the annual- 


appropriations bills. Most prominent 
among those is the Hyde amendment, 
enacted annually since 1976 to prohibit 
Medicaid funding of abortions except 
when the life of the mother is at stake. 


Other Hatfield provisions include 
limits on health insurance coverage for 


abortions for federal workers and limits

iscriminate against persons ‘opposed to 

abortion. Those provisions also have been 

attached in previous years as riders to 

federal appropriations bills. 

THUS THE Hatfield proposal 
appears to be less ambitious than either 
the Helms or the Hatch measures. The 
current version of the Helms bill,

Fr. Mike: Making the Church ‘present’ on TV

The “‘electronic church”? is a new 
phenomenon in this country, and tends to 
be fundamentalist and Protestant in 
character, although the Catholic presence 
in religious TV programming continues 
to grow. 


It was this concern that led Divine 
Word Father Michael Manning of 
Riverside to make television his main 
apostolate, and today his 30 Minutes with 
Father Mike Manning can be seen in more 
than 20 major television markets across 
the country, including San Diego, where 
it airs Sundays at 8:30 a.m. on XETV, 
Channel 6. 


NOW ENTERING its third year of 
broadcasting, Father Manning’s show is 
produced in Santa Ana as an ecumenical 
endeavor by a fundamentalist TV 
network. The priest, who is ending a term 
as his order’s provincial in the western 
U.S., has a three-fold purpose in his TV 
ministry: 


CHICAGO (NC) — The estate of 
the late ‘Cardinal John Cody of 
Chicago is worth about $50,000 
according to documents filed in Cook 
County Circuit Court. The cardinal, 


who died April 25, willed all his estate 
to the Chicago Archdiocese, 
instructing that it be used for the care 
of aged and infirm priests. 


“T have a strong desire to see the 
Catholic Church more present, I want to 
offer people hope, and I want to reach 
them right where they are, in their living 
rooms, especially the ones who don’t go to 
church at all,’’ he said. 


The programs are funded entirely by 
viewers, and the $700 weekly broadcast 
cost here in the San Diego area is only 
half-covered by local ‘supporters and 
donations; right now he’s “‘living on 
loans,”’ said Father Manning. 

““YOU’RE ALWAYS in the red in a 
new market,’’ he added. ‘‘You have to 
have the courage to go for a year or more 
before support starts coming in.”’ 


In addition to his television apostolate, 
Father Manning’s pastoral duties include 


‘being chaplain at the women’s prison at 


Frontera, where he received convicted 
Manson family member Susan Atkins 
into the Church. ~ 


“Working in the prison is one of thé 
joys of my priesthood,’’ he said. ““The 
Gospel never seems so alive to me as it 
does when it is preached in prison. There 
are only 30 to 40 women there who are 
really committed to Jesus. Jesus said that 
the poor are blessed, and that’s who I am 
really preaching to there, the poor.”’ 


WHAT ‘DISTURBS’ Father 
Manning most about his prison ministry 
is not so much what happens on the 
inside, but what happens to ex-convicts 
once they leave, what he calls ‘‘an 


inability to forgive within Christianity.’’ 

“T am upset with the completely closed 
attitude that says people can’t change 
after years of imprisonment,’’ he said. 
“What would Jesus do in regard to these 
people?”’

Tuition credits must 
move quick to pass

WASHINGTON (NC) — Admin- 


istration officials, religious leaders 
and parents groups testifying before the 
Senate Finance Committee July 16 urged 
Congress to act quickly in favor of tuition 
tax credits, calling the issue a matter of 
freedom of choice for parents. 


Secretary of the Treasury Donald 
Regan and Secretary of Education Terrel 
H. Bell said the Reagan administration 
wants tax credit legislation this year. 


“WE WILL be lobbying for it,’’ 
Regan told the committee. 


legislatio unconstitutional, 
harmful to the public school system and, 
in light of budget cuts in education, ill 
timed. 


Auxiliary Bishop James P. Lyke of 
Cleveland, representing the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, noted that 
American bishops have testified in the 
past on a variety of issues but that in each 
case “‘the one essential element is the 
dignity of the individual... This principle 
is equally applicable to tuition tax 
credits.’” 


THE BISHOP said tuition tax credit 
legislation is ‘‘clearly intended to assist 
middle- and lower-income families.’’

SENTENCED — The Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon, the Korean-born head of 
the Unification Church and _ self- 
proclaimed Messiah, received a $25,000 
fine and 18-month jail sentence in federal 
court in New York after being convicted 
of income tax evasion. The Moonies 
leader intends to appeal the conviction. 


TRIAL — Assistant Secretary of State 
Thomas O. Enders predicted that the trial 
date for five Salvadoran soldiers accused 
of the 1980 murders of three Sisters and a 
lay missioner will be set in August, with 
the trial set for the fall. 

CHANGES — Pope John Paul II has 
accepted the resignations of Bishops. 
Alfred M. Watson, 75, of Erie, Pa., and 
David M. Maloney, 70, of Wichita, Kan. 

REAFFIRMED — The Vatican has 
reaffirmed the 1976. suspension imposed 
by Pope Paul VI on French Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre, who has rejected the 
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reforms of the Second Vatican Council 
and started a Catholic ‘Traditionalist’ 
movement. Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
prefect of the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, made the move 
after receiving inquiries from at least one 
Swiss bishop, where the movement has a 
large following. 


RELEASED — Melkite-rite 
Archbishop Elias Zoghbi of Ballbek, 
Lebanon was released unharmed four 
days after he was kidnapped, along with 
two of his priests, during fighting between 
Israel and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 


PERSECUTION — Persecution of 
Catholics still loyal to Rome has been 
intensified by Communist authorities in 
mainland China. It was reported that one 
of China’s 48 bishops, who had defied the 
government-controlled National 
Association of Patriotic Catholics and 
ordained priests, was jailed, tortured, and 
died as a martyr.

Problem. How do you interest an 
advanced nation like the Japanese in the 
Christian faith? They have their own 
satisfactory faith, so why should they switch 
to Jesus Christ? They are beyond the needs 
of training in the rudiments of elementary 
farming. Their government provides 
excellent schools and they don’t need 
missionary clinics because health care 
services are well developed. 


The tools missionaries use in other parts 
of the world to spread the Word of God are 
not pertinent to Japan’s needs. There are 
few peasants as in Africa, South America 
and India needing these services. 


Japan offers a singular challenge to 
Catholic missionaries, as one recently told 
me. This priest, who had spent some 20 
years trying to impart Christianity to the 
Japanese, explained that the usual roads to 
mission success were barred...health care, 
education, farm methods and so on.

Father John Meaney 
directs the Maryknoll Alcohol Center in 
Sanya, Tokyo’s skid row, a drop-in refuge 
for alcoholics. Japanese men rank fifth in 
the world in the incidence of cirrhosis of the 
liver. ;

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Right to Life convention 
hears of new ‘holocaust’

CHERRY HILL, N.J. (NC) — 
“After twelve-and-a-half-hours labor, I 
saw my little girl. She was beautiful, but 
she was dead,’’ Nancy Mann said. 


Her tearful story of having an abortion 
nearly eight years ago succinctly summed 
up to participants at the three-day 10th 
Annual National Right to Life 
Convention what the event was all about. 

THE CONVENTION, held July 
15-17, featured a _ closed-circuit ._TV 
message from President Reagan urging 
an end to legalized abortion, speeches by 
leaders of pro-life movements and 
individuals who addressed the issues from 


personal experiences, and an emotion-~ 


charged closing rally in nearby Cooper 
River Park. 


There marchers heard Sigmund 
. Gorson, a Polish-born Jew and survivor 
of the Auschwitz death camp tell them, 
“‘We must disqualify all these political 
leaders who condone murdering the 
unborn from holding public office.’’ 


The convention also drew pickets, led 
by Bill Baird, Long Island, N.Y., 
abortion clinic owner, and a counterrally 
on the final day by groups favoring 
legalized abortion. Some 100 ‘‘pro- 
choice’’ groups, banded together under 
the slogan, ‘‘In Support of Women’s 
Lives.”’ 


IN HIS TALK, Gorson, a resident of 
Wilmington, Del., who at age 13 lost his 
parents, two sisters and 58 other family 
members in the Holocaust, described his 
persecutors as “‘Nazi barbarians, men 
who rejected God’s teaching and tried to 
steal God’s power over life ‘and death, 
where men and women were objects to be 
experimented with.”’ 

Noting that six million of his people 
had died because of ‘‘social necessity,’ 
Gorson said, ‘‘I am here to speak about 


the right of every human being to live. 


The right to live is God-given and is the 
first right. How can it be that in this great 
land of ours, we are knowingly permitting 
the slaughter of innocent victims?’’ 


Gorson said Americans should 
apologize to the Nazis for having 
convicted them at the Nurmberg Trials, 
because Americans condone the legal 
killing of 1.5 million babies each year.” 


‘ABORTION IS murder,’”’ he 
concluded, ‘‘and no amount of 
justification will change it one single bit.”’ 


Stephen Friend, a Pennsylvania state 
representative, 
Pennsylvania’s most recent anti-abortion 
law, compared members of the pro-life 
movement to the abolitionists of the Civil 
War period and said that they, like the 
abolitionists, would ultimately win. 


U.S. Rep. Christopher Smith (R-N.J.) 
cited the recent Infant Doe case in 
Bloomington, Ind., in which a Downs 
syndrome baby died after surgery was 
withheld because it was handicapped. 


““THIS TINY child who committed 
no crime, was a menace to no one, was 
killed,’’ said Smith, ‘‘because he wasn’t 
good enough, because he didn’t measure 
up, because he was an unwanted child 
who happened to have Downs’ syndrome. 


“Infant Doe was killed because, since 
the 1973 Supreme Court decisions (on 
abortion), the Constitution no longer 
guarantees all human beings the most 
elemental of all human rights — the right 
to life. I believe the time has come for the 
public to recognize the elitists in the other 
camp who parade around like 
humanitarians while proclaiming that life 
is reserved only for the planned, the 
privileged, the perfect and the wanted.”’ 


The highlight of the convention was a 
closed-circuit television address by 
President Reagan the evening of July 15, 
who said that the unborn ‘‘deserve to 
have. their right to life fully protected by 
law.”’

NOTING THAT Congress was 
approaching the three-quarter mark in its 
current session, the president said, ‘“The 
time has come for Congress to face the 
national tragedy of abortion, to fully 
discuss and debate on the House and 
Senate floors the heartbreaking 
dimensions of this tragedy.”’ 


‘*You know,’’ Reagan continued, “‘it’s 
always puzzled me that those who favor 
abortion will argue that because a child is 
not old enough or wanted enough, that 
it’s an act of kindness to deny him or her 
the chance of life... The world is not ours 
to superintend, nor is innocent life ours to 
dispense with or terminate. Those 
decisions belong to another, another to 
whom suffering in our world is fully 
comprehensible and who counts our 
resignation in these matters to our 
credit.”’

The Honduran bishops have criticized a 
report by a committee of the Latin 
American Bishops Council which says 
that many Catholics, including priests, 
are influenced by Marxism. 


The Honduran hierarchy said . the. 


- report was poorly done and thatthe:press 


is attempting to smear and divide the 


Church there for political reasons. ~ 


‘““WE VIGOROUSLY deny local 
media assertions that ‘there are Marxists 
in the Catholic Church’ and that ‘many 
priests are comitted to the armed 
struggle,’ ’’ the bishops said. 


‘*This assertion follows the mentality of 
many who think the worst evil in Central 
America is Marxism and its ally is the 
Church. Yet we have said so many times 
that the Church condemns violence as 

_anti-Christian and does not endorse such 
extremist ideologies such as Marxism 
because they go against the Gospel.”’ 


The Latin American Bishops Council 
(CELAM) has appointed a five-member 
committee to prepare a report on political 
violence in Central America. Officials at 
CELAM headquarters in Bogota, 
Columbia, said the report, which was 
intended to be confidential, had been 
submitted to the secretariat of the Central 
American Bishops in San Jose, Costa 
Rica, and refused further comment. 


THE FIVE-member CELAM 
committee said in a covering letter that 
the report simply gathers testimony from 
interviews with bishops, papal nuncios, 
priests, Religious, lay leaders, refugees, 
government officials, academics and 
politicians. 

As for the report’s section dealing with 


their own country, the Honduran bishops 
said, ‘‘With all due respect for CELAM, 


- we feel the 10 hours the committee spent 


in the interviews are not enough to gather 
a good picture of our conditions, within 
such a delicate context as that of Central 
America today.”’ 

The bishops said that in the past they 
had warned some Church lay workers, 
who gave ‘‘the impression that they felt 
the solution to social problems could be 
found in Marxist violence.”’ 


BUT BECAUSE of such warnings it is 


unfair for the media ‘‘to say that there are ©

priests in the Church, a 
dangerous assertion we are forced to 
deny,’’ they added. 

The bishops also said that a CELAM 
reference to divisions between the 


, institutional Church and a ‘‘people’s 


church’’ had been blown out of 
proportion. During the committee’s visit 
to Honduras in late January, it was given 
a statement by the bishops on divisiveness 
in the Church made earlier in the month. 


“But today we can sincerely say that 
our Church is highly united,’’ the bishops 
said in their July statement. 


THE DEVELOPMENT Consultants 
Association, led by lay Catholics, said the 
CELAM report did not pay enough 
attention to statements by the hierarchy 
on pastoral work and temporal problems, 
and that those in the committee ‘‘lacked 
the historical perspective to analyze the 
interviews. ”’ 


“The picture of the Church in 
Honduras is poor and incomplete. There 
is no such thing as a ‘people’s church,’ ”’ 
said the association. 


The association said it was dangerous 
to present the picture of radical Church 
workers divided from the bishops as this 
could be used as a justification for 
persecution. ; 


' SINCE 1981 several lay workers, 
including two working for the bishops’ 
relief agency Caritas among Salvadoran 
refugees, have been killed because they 
were suspected of aiding insurgents. 
Other Church workers say they have been 
harassed by security forces. 


The section of the CELAM report 
which gave summary conclusions said 
that in Honduras “‘some groups among 
priests, Religious and lay pastoral agents

have become radicalized and opted for the 
Marxist approach and even have 
committed themselves to the violent 
struggle of the guerrillas, thus en- 
couraging the birth of a people’s church.

“‘There appears a sign of division 
between the institutional Church and a _ 
people’s church,”’ it added. ‘‘The second

A SPOKESMAN for the Secretariat of 
the Central American Bishops in San Jose 
said ‘‘there have been leaks in high 
places’? and that members of the Latin 
American Conference of Religious had 
seen the full text of the report before the 
bishops in Central America received their 


copy. 


Auxiliary Bishop Antonio Troyo of San 
Jose, who is secretary of the secretariat, 
added that ‘‘the report is simply a 
transcription of views given by those seen 
by the committee, without its evaluation 
or judgment’’ 


“‘If someone in Honduras happened to 
say that radicals include Marxist priests, 
that went into the report. The committee 
did not post its own views,”’ he said.

The bishops’ draft 


About 250 bishops walked away from a recent 
Collegeville, Minn. retreat renewed from the friendship 
and support of their fellow bishops. At the same time, a 
draft of a proposed pastoral letter condemning nuclear war 
was being distributed and publicized. The timing of the 
two was providential. The support that the bishops’ 
gathering produced will be needed to ease the criticism that 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops is bound to 
get once the draft is further publicized. 


Though few people outside of the hierarchy have actually 
read the draft (NC News Service is one exception and its 
analysis of the draft appeared on page one of Southern Cross 
three weeks ago), complaints and criticisms of it, and even 
of the bishops’ right to write it at all, will probably make 
headlines fron now to November when it is scheduled for 
debate at the fall meeting of the U.S. bishops. 


Some people still have difficulty with bishops making 
themselves heard on a current, controversial topic. 


Nuclear disarmament is something that ought not to be 
ignored by any group of leaders today. Ignoring the 
unthinkable is allowing our inaction to make our decision 
for us. Jonathan Schell, in the book Fate of the Earth, argues 
the case for activism and laments: 


‘*At present, most of us do nothing. We look away...We 
take refuge in the hope that the holocaust won’t happen and 
turn back to our individual concerns...Indifferent to the 
future of our kind, we grow indifferent to one another.”’ 


The choice between war and peace is a choice that is 
central to Catholic theology because it reflects how the 
bishops picture the nature of man. Schell says that the 
‘realistic’? school of political thinking, from which the 
present philosophy of Mutual Assured Destruction is built, 
teaches that man, on the whole, pursues his own interests 
and acts according to a law of fear. In contrast, the 
‘idealistic’? school looks on the human ability to show 
regard for others as being a fundamental ability, based on 
what Gandhi called the Law of Love. 


The bishops’ draft, we might expect, seems to be 
founded on the Law of Love. 


Pope John Paul II, in an address to the Roman curia late’ 
last month, said that the responsibility of Catholic leaders 
is to be peacemakers. He said that ‘‘peace constitutes a 
common platform for the action of Christianity in the 
world.’’ 


The Church needs this kind of leadership and action 
from its leaders. The draft, regardless of whether or not 
you agree with it, is an indication that the Catholic bishops 
are willing to step forward as leaders facing an important 
problem. 


Bishops ought not to. shy away from important or 
controversial issues because they are not confident of their 
facts. They have the responsibility of their office and of 
their people to seek out advice when they are in doubt. 


This adherence to study has to be the foundation for the . 


worldly witness of the Church, if the Church is to have 
credibility. But study alone, without the courage and 
conviction to persuade others to join your point of view, is 
an egotistic exercise.

Pope 
Speaks 


A ‘theology of expectation’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II defended 
human rights in Poland and supported that nation’s need to live 
its own life at his weekly general audience last Wednesday. 


The Polish-born pope’s speech came several days after the 
Soviet press, including the government news agency Tass, had 
issued articles critical of the Roman Catholic Church in Poland 
and of the pope’s proposed visit there in August. 


At the end of his audience, attended by about 20,000 visitors in 
St. Peter’s Square, the pope prayed to Poland’s patroness, Our 
Lady of Czestochowa, and recalled Poland’s harsh history, 
including the deaths of six million citizens during World War II 
for defending ‘‘the fundamental rights of the nation.”’ 


In his main address, the pope continued his series of talks on 
the value of marriage and celibacy. He called St. Paul’s 
approach to the two vocations a ‘‘theology of expectation.”’ 


““For St. Paul,’ said the pope, ‘‘the person who realizes the 
fleeting character of the world and freely chooses celibacy has a 
special opportunity to please the lord and to be concerned for the 
things of the lord.”’ ; : 


At the same time ‘‘the apostle makes it clear that both 
vocations involve a gift from God,’’ added the pope. 


In St. Paul’s treatment, the person who chooses marriage is 
not considered ‘‘carnal’’ and the one who chooses celibacy 
considered ‘‘spiritual,’’ the pope said. 


Instead, ‘‘the body is; and remains, a temple of the Holy 
Spirit, both in celibacy and marriage, provided the individual is 
faithful to the gift he has received from God,”’ he said. 

After the audience -the pope flew by. helicopter to 
Castelgandolfo, the summer residence of the popes since the days 
of Pope Urban VIII in the early 17th century. 


At Castelgandolfo, in the Alban Hills 10 miles from the heat of — 


Rome, the pope is scheduled to work for the next two months. 
During that period he is scheduled to visit the Vatican only for 
the Wednesday general audiences.

Words, words, words 


Have you ever stopped to think how important words are? It is 
very difficult even to imagine our world without them. We are so 
used to communicating with words that we think in words as 
well. 


Words, whether spoken or written, have always had a 
tremendous impact on people. In the mouth of a skilled orator, 
words have moved thousands of people to act — often 
irrationally. Words on a written page have changed the history of - 
the world. Words shape our way of thinking about ourselves, 
about others. : 


One has only to think of how words were used as propaganda 
during the Second World War to realize what a deep 
psychological impact they have on people — as individuals and as 
nations. 


With the advance in the technology of audio and visual mass 
media, we have become quite vulnerable to words. Some years 
ago I remember reading of an experiment where certain words 
advertising specific foods and ‘drinks were flashed on a TV screen 
so quickly that those watching did not perceive the message. 
Their subconscious did, however, because sales increased 
dramatically in that particular location where the experiment was 
conducted. There was a very definite psychological impact on the 
viewer even though the viewer was unaware of receiving the 
message. 


Words greatly influence one’s own imaging of God. What is 
your image of God? How do you “‘know’’ God — the Divinity 
Who is mirrored for us in the ‘‘Cosmic Word,”’ in the ‘‘Inspired 
Word,”’ and in the ‘‘Incarnate Word’’?

During a discussion at our parish Fellowship Sunday, 
the question was posed, ‘‘What do-you see as your 
purpose in life?’’

It is true that often we answer in 
ready, easily verbalized definitions which may not reflect 
our deeper feelings or attitudes. But not always. 
Sometimes the ‘‘definition’’ is an expression of a 
profoundly experienced belief. 


I RECALL IN one of his books, Frank Sheed, the lay 
theologian and publisher, related how he had for years 
spoken of the Blessed Trinity, written, argued, discussed 
and explained the mystery from the theological viewpoint 
and believed that he understood it as well as one could. 
Until one day when, in prayerful reflection, he had 
suddenly experienced a flash of total comprehension. In 
that instant, all the teaching and preaching coalesced into 
a brilliant illumination and for the first time, he knew 
what the Trinity meant. 


I remember a very similar experience early one 
morning, while watching the sun rise over the city. Every

Catholic press comes of age 


There are always certain stories the secular press (and 
sometimes the Church press) is ‘“‘working on.’’ In case 
-you’ve missed them, here could be some for the summer 
hiatus: 

“Pope to make new Cardinals. Among _ those 
mentioned are these Americans...’’ This story is a 
perpetually running event. Even if some names are 
announced, a new set of speculations will be floated out 
within a couple of weeks. But a real zinger of a story 
would be, ‘‘Pope names assistant parish priest a 
Cardinal,’’ or ‘‘Pope selects unknown Catholic layman as 
Cardinal.’’ That would be news! 


A story that is running somewhere in the United States 
almost every month is this: ‘‘Speculation as to who will 
succeed Bishop X.’’ Now Bishop X has only turned 71, 
but someone always has another name to add, and if 
enough “‘starters’’ are suggested, someone is lucky to hit 
the ‘‘episcopal lottery.’’ But what does it do to Bishop X, 
who begins to feel as a guest who should be on his way? 


‘Nuns protest bishop’s policies.’’ This is a current all- 
around possible story. It can be used when things get dull, 
or there is just no hard news. There are variations 
possible: ‘‘Bishop protests nun’s policy,’’ or 
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conversion experience devolves from such ‘‘sudden’’ 
moments of insight. Then, what was definition before 
becomes a life principle. 

We may repeat the catechism response ‘“God made me 
to know Him, love Him and serve Him’’ over and over 
again without clearly. understanding what that implies in 
our lives, until there comes a time, a moment, of 
surpassing comprehension — a flash of clarity — and we 
are possessed, not by the words, but the incredible depth 
of meaning they express. 


THERE IS ALL the difference between the bumper- 
sticker facility of the slogan ‘‘God loves me’’ and the 
heart-touched, soul-known truth underlying the easy 
words. ‘‘God is love’’ is a definition, for instance, until 
the words are understood in our hearts and the reality of 
His love changes the world and all that is life for us. 


Perhaps, as our challenger implied, it is not entirely 
honest to hide behind a definition rather than reveal 
ourselves in some way, but it is also true most of the time, 
that even our most profound experiences do not offer us 
more or better words. Definitions — at least, one would 
presume, theological definitions — have been made by 
insightful people who were attempting to communicate as 
concisely as possible what they know in a very personal 
way. 


‘*Parishioners,’’ ‘‘Priests,’’ ‘‘Nuns’’ can be used inter- 
changeably. Someone is bound to be _ protesting 
_somewhere, anytime these days. It fills up the pages. 


OR THERE COULD be a whole series of ‘‘we’ll-get- 
back-to-you’’ features along the lines of current TV 
shows, which present 15 minutes: of news but pad the 
whole show to 90 minutes with other things. We refer 
specifically to those stories which promise to tell you lots 
but deliver little. Some such items that we could 
concentrate on in the Church news are these: 


“‘Milo Balderdash will report- tomorrow on Today’s 
Crop of Seminarians: Tomorrow’s Harvest of Priests.’’ 
Balderdash has studied 25 seminarians and concluded 
that these young men show a promise of excitement and 
fulfillment to newly developing directions in priestly life. 
Milo views tomorrow’s priests as fully developed young 
men who will make older priests really hustle. Milo’s 
working on that.”’ 

‘*Graziella Onkerdonk, statistics analyst, will wrap up 
her 27-part series‘on ‘Mass Attendance in the U.S.’ She 
has determined that while actual numbers attending Mass 
are low due to vacations and lack of air-conditioned 
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Definitions and the soul’s discernment 


Words are limiting but at the same time they can be 
mind-expanding. No one has yet improved on St. John’s 
“‘God is love’’ but how that comes across to us depends 
very much upon our personal knowledge of both God and 
love and the more we think on it, the nearer we come to 
the kind of blinding revelation that unhorsed St. Paul, 
unclothed the young St. Francis and has changed the life- 
principle of countless lives over the ages. 


DEFINITIONS ARE not like building bricks, to be 
set one upon the other until we have erected a wall behind 
which to shelter our fragile selves. They are like bread, to 
be cut into and digested and made one with ourselves 
through the long, complex process of spiritual integration. 
Or to be rejected if they contradict what we perceive to be 
true. They are a means of discernment. 


‘If what they say expresses most perfectly what we feel 
and know in our hearts, then we may find ourselves facing 
challenges. Who can know what is in another person’s 
soul? 

God knows, of course, and He is the only person to 
whom we are presently and ultimately accountable, and 
so we should not be disturbed by challenge nor suspicious 
of definition. God knows where definition ends and 
discernment takes over. 


churches, the current waves of recession, unemployment 
and economic difficulties will bring Catholics back to 
Mass in droves for the fall season. Her projections, based 
on a recent Hilda McGuffey Poll, are based on present 
economic factors. Graziella is cautious about her 
projections if suddenly prosperity returns to the economy. 
Interested Church watchers will not want to miss this 
segment.”’ 


WHAT ALL THIS is saying is that there probably is 
going to be tension between what the Church officials 
want reported and what the secular press does report. 
Church policy is to envelop some things in sacral 
language, put flowery phrases about them, introduce a 
few ifs, ands and buts, and see if the stories get by. The 
secular press prefers on its own to determine what items 
are newsworthy. They sometimes pick the ones that 
ecclesial management would prefer buried. 

Thank God the Catholic press, come of age, is 
reporting stories for the news value and without the “‘ifs, 
ands and buts.’’ When and if church news presents its 
own stories on TV, the results will be interesting. Will 
they report such accounts objectively, honestly and 
sincerely? We believe they will — in time.

children and parents regardless of 
economic background. There is no more 
compelling argument in favor of them.

BUT PRO-ABORTION groups in 
recent weeks have become just as 
concerned about the Hatfield bill as they 
have about the two Helms and Hatch 
measures, particularly as time begins to 
run out on the current Congress. 


One reason the Hatfield proposal may 
have a better than average chance. of 
passage is Hatfield’s position as chairman 
of the Senate Appropriations Committee. 


Strictly speaking, appropriations bills 
‘are supposed only to provide funds for 
federal agencies and programs rather 
than set policy on controversial issues: 
such as abortion. Thus Hatfield is a 
leading proponent of eliminating the 
abortion riders from the appropriations 
process and putting them in separate 
legislation. He may have enough support 
from other senators frustrated with the 
annual appropriations battles over 
abortion to get his measure passed. 


BUT ANOTHER reason pro-abortion 
groups fear the Hatfield measure is other 
sections of the bill which they fear could 


set the stage for a reversal of the court’s 


abortion: precedents. 


Hatfield, in introducing his bill, 


maintained that he was not attempting to . 


reverse the Supreme Court on abortion. 
But the bill itself states that ‘‘unborn 
children...are living members of the

DOLE SAID that ‘‘for those who

human species,’’ and authorizes states to 
appeal directly to the Supreme Court if a 
lower court strikes down any state law 
which restricts or prohibits abortion. 


One other reason being cited for 
Hatfield’s better than average chances of 
passage is that some senators, hoping to 
avoid votes on the Hatch and Helms 
measures, may opt instead for the 
Hatfield bill since it would do little more 
than make the status quo a little more 
permanent. 


THAT SCENARIO may not take 

place, though, since a vote on the Helms 
measure seems almost assured sometime 
this summer or fall when Helms is 
expected to attempt to attach his bill to a 
““must pass’’ extension of the debt 
ceiling. 
_ The threat of a filibuster also looms 
over not just the Hatfield bill but the 
Helms and Hatch measures too. Sixty 
votes are needed in the Senate to break a 
filibuster. ; 


But Congress is now nearing the point 
at which it will begin floor consideration 
of the various annual appropriations bills. 
If abortion again becomes an issue which 
bogs down the appropriations process and- 
threatens another shutdown of the 
government, Hatfield’s proposal may 
become even more attractive. 
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his 1980 campaign to support tax credit 
legislation. He introduced his bill in June. 


Bishop Lyke testifed that the USCC 
favors the administration’s bill, but seeks 
two. changes — .one to allow a 
‘‘refundability’’ provision to help families 
who pay no federal income tax and would 
not otherwise be eligible for tax credits 
and the other to extend tax credits to 
higher education. 


MEMBERS OF tthe Finance 
Committee, including Sens. Robert 
Packwood (R-Ore.) and Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan (D-N.Y.), also questioned the 
lack of refundability. A tax credit bill 
introduced last year by Packwood and 
Moynihan contained such provisions. 


‘The first principle of education in 
America has. been its universal 
availability,’’ Moynihan said. 


Other questions arose over the wording 
of the. administration’s  anti- 
discrimination clause. 


BISHOP LYKE said the USCC 
supports the provisions which would deny 
the benefits of tax credits for tuition 
payments to schools which follow racially 
discriminatory policies. 

However, Finance Committee 
members questioned Regan about how 
the provisions would be carried out. 
Regan responded that a private school 
would have to file a statement annually, 
under penalty of perjury, that it did not 
discriminate and that the Internal 
Revenue Service would monitor 
complaints. 


Hollings testified that the idea of tax 
credits has little support among the voters 
or outside Washington and said that state 
leglislation has been turned down 
numerous times around the country. 


“THIS ADMINISTRATION pro- 
poses tuition tax credits on the heels of 
shepherding through Congress the most 
drastic spending reductions in programs 
for education and nutrition that we have 
ever seen,’’ Hollings said. 
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Other opponents of tuition tax credits 
included the American Jewish Congress, 
the American Federation of Teachers, the 
National ‘Education Association and 
Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State. 


Supporters included Agudath Israel of 
America, thé Committee for Private 
Education, the Coalition of Parents and 
Educators for Tuition Tax Credits and 
Citizens for Educational Freedom. 


RONALD S. Godwin, vice president 
of the Moral Majority Inc., said public 
schools have been given nearly the same 
privileges as a state church which 
everyone is required to support. 


‘*True freedom would allow parents to 
spend their educational dollars where they 
see fit,’ Godwin said, calling tax credits a 
step closer to that ideal.

From humble beginnings 
a ‘mighty tree’ has grown

One hundred years have passed since a 
mustard seed was planted in the basement 
of St. Mary Church, New Haven, CT, 
which has now grown into a mighty tree. 
Now the Knights of Columbus form the 
largest association of Catholic men in the 
world. They have taken root throughout 
the United States, extending across 
Canada, Mexico, the Philippines, Guam, 
Puerto Rico, Guatemala, Panama, the 
Virgin Islands and the Dominican 
Republic. St. Luke, in the Acts of the 
Apostles, glorified that the faith had come 
to Rome. So there is legitimate joy that 
this centennial order also has come to 
Rome, to the Holy See. 


The first ten year years of the order’s 
history were the infancy and childhood. 
Growing pains prevented the youthful 
organization from rendering special 
service to either Church or state. The 
Knights were at first mainly a small 
insurance society, uniting Catholic men 
in protecting widows and bereft families. 


IN 1882 the worldwide areas of future 
Knights of Columbus growth were in 
early development. 


The infant order remained close to_its 


- founding bishop, Lawrence McMahon, 


who in 1884 became council chaplain of 
the new council in Hartford. In: that 
fashion, watched over by the bishop of 
Hartford, spurred on by the zeal of Father 
Michael J. McGivney, the Knights of 
Columbus grew steadily in Connecticut 
and - expanded to Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts. There they became a

militant expression of Catholic presence 
as loyal Americans, in the face of 
widespread anti-Catholic nativism. This 
spirit spread to Chicago, St. Louis, 
Memphis, Louisville, Los Angeles and 
other urban areas in the United States 
and Canada. 


The then apostolic delegate in the 
United States, Archbishop Francesco 
Satolli, granted the Knights of Columbus 
his ‘‘warm approbation and apostolic 
blessing.’’ 


Satolli’s praise, in a sense, stood as a 
prophetic hint of future developments. 
At the turn of the century the Knights 
were just beginning their service to the 
Catholic Church. Insurance funds were 
doing well, and in 1896, the order made 
its first loan for church construction. This 
program, over subsequent years, has 
amounted to a quarter of a billion dollars 
— of which not a penny has been lost. 


. The Catholic dimension of the order 
was shown in 1899, when a plan was 
proposed for $50,000 to endow a chair of 
history at the Catholic University of 
America in Washington. This was also a 
sign of the future. 


DURING ITS THIRD decade the 
order became more international and for 
the first time was recognized by a pope. 
In 1905, Pope Pius X sent a cordial 
message to the Supreme Council and 
extended his apostolic blessing to all 
members. 


This was the time when the order 
expanded spectacularly. Its development

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A TRADITION OF DEVOTION A CENTURY OF SERVICE 
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POSSIBLE SAINT — Father Michael J. McGivney, 1852-1890, founder of the 
Knights of Columbus, will likely have the cause for his sainthood examined by the 


Church. 


.Fr. McGivney, K of C founder, 
being proposed for sainthood 


The Knights of Columbus have 
undertaken a study of the life and 
influence of Father Michael J. 
McGivney, founder of the society, with a 
view to proposing the priest for 
beatification by the Church. 


The project was undertaken with the 
blessing of Archbishop John F. Whealon 
of Hartford, ordinary of the see in which 
Father McGivney served. In a letter to 
Virgil C. Dechant, supreme knight of the 
Knights of Columbus, Archbishop 
Whealon stated, ‘‘I commend and 
encourage this research.”’ 


AS PART OF the inquiry a recent 
survey was made among high officials of 
the Knights of Columbus on whether the 
founder has a reputation of holiness in 
their areas. Such a reputation, officially 
known as ‘‘fama sanctitatis,’’ is one of the 
criteria used by the Sacred Congregation 
for the Causes of Saints in raising an 
individual to the honor of the altar. 


Reporting on initial results of the 
survey, Supreme Knight Dechant stated 
there is widespread conviction that Father 
McGivney led a holy life. He pointed out 
that some individuals have sought the 
intercession of Father McGivney and 
believe that their prayers have been 
answered. 

Among those who have made a 
personal study of Father McGivney and 
are convinced that he led a holy life is 
Bishop Charles P. Greco, supreme 
chaplain of the Knights of Columbus. 
Father McGivney was ‘‘a good priest, a 
dutiful priest,’’ the bishop said. “‘He 
loved the poor; he showed special 
compassion for widows and orphans; he 
was zealous in teaching about God and 
Jesus Christ. All these are distinct marks 
of holiness.’’ 


THE SUPREME CHAPLAIN 
enlarged on his observations when he 
spoke at a Mass marking the entombment 


of Father McGivney’s remains in St. 
Mary Church in New Haven, CT, where 
the priest served as an assistant pastor and 
where the Knights were founded. Bishop 
Greco noted that Father McGivney was 
born in 1852 in Waterbury, CT, of Irish 
immigrant parents and was the eldest of 
13 children. A pious and virtuous lad, he 
had dreams of following a priestly career 
but the family’s limited financial means 
meant limited opportunity, the bishop 
recounted. However, his pastor, Father 
Thomas Hendricken, later bishop of 
Portland, RI, took an interest in him and 
arranged for him to go to a preparatory 
seminary to begin his seminary training. 
The records show that he entered St. 
Mary major seminary in Baltimore in 
1873 and that the bishop of Hartford paid 
for his educational expenses there, the 
bishop noted. The only known extant 
report on him is a note from the rector to 
his bishop saying that McGivney was a 
‘very good and pious young man, with 
good and attractive manners and very 
much address and industry, exceedingly 
sensitive even to the point of tears.’’ So 
the picture of Father McGivney as a 
seminarian is that he was ‘‘pious, well- 
mannered, hardworking, and very 
compassionate,”’ the bishop observed. 


After his ordination by Archbishop 
James Gibbons in Baltimore in 
December, 1977, the young priest was 
assigned to St. Mary Church, New 
Haven. He established a close 
relationship with an undertaker and 
became vividly aware of the tragedy that 
struck so many families on the loss of the 
breadwinner, Bishop Greco recalled. The 
undoubtedly prodded him to establish a 
society that would help deal with the 
disaster. 


FATHER McGIVNEY’S 
compassion, “‘reflected that of Christ, 
his model,’’ the bishop stated. “‘When

was in actuality not into countries so 
much as into dioceses. It expanded as a 
Catholic order, recommended by its 
founding bishép, blessed by Peter’s 
successor im Rome, known to priests and 
laity as the major Catholic order of men. 


At this time the hierarchy made its first 
request of the Knights of Columbus: to 
help the Catholic University in 
Washington. In 1904 the order, in 
response to that call, had established a 
chair of history. Then in 1907, James 
Cardinal Gibbons asked the Knights to 
help the university out of financial 
troubles. The order again came to the 
rescue. It was not easy for the Knights to 
raise a half million dollars for an 
endowment. In fact, they struggled for 
five years to help Cardinal Gibbons. Thus 
the hierarchy came to appreciate the 
strength and loyalty of the Knights. 


THE FOURTH DECADE of 
Columbian history saw a quantum leap in 
the effective Church service of the 
Knights. World War I and its aftermath 
thrust the Knights of Columbus into 
national and international prominence. 


Notable national service to the Church 
started in 1913. That was still a period of 
anti-Catholic bigotry. The order did 
much to counteract such bigotry. 


Also in 1913, the Knights sponsored a 
special Knights of Columbus edition of 
the Catholic Encyclopedia. That old 
Catholic Encyclopedia expressed Catholic 
teachings and scholarship in a way that 
reached many libraries and institutions 
and presented a face of the Church 
‘unknown to many English-speaking 
people. 

THE MAJOR DEVELOPMENT, 
however, came through programs to help 
the fighting men and women in World 
War I and during the Pancho Villa 
expedition of 1916. 


‘After Pancho Villa crossed from’ 


Mexico and killed twoscore Americans, 


the U.S. sent Gen. John Pershing and | 


12,000 troops on a punitive mission into 
Mexico. The Knights of Columbus 
established nine recreation centers along 
the border — to help Catholic soldiers 
spiritually and all soldiers recreationally. 


In 1917, fortified by this experience, 
the Knights started a similar major 
program to help the doughboys. Words 
cannot express all that the Knights of 
Columbus accomplished — the fund 
drives, the recreation centers in the U.S. 
and then in France, Germany, England 
and Rome. There were ‘‘huts’’ in 
Siberia, Japan, China and the 
Philippines. The Knights symbolized 
Catholic social involvement and spiritual 
help. 

THE NICKNAME for the Knights of 
Columbus was ‘‘Casey.’’ All that 
‘*Casey’’ did during World War I helped 
the bishops immeasurably, demonstrated 
Catholic patriotism and reduced anti- 
Catholic bigotry.

The 1920 Supreme Council wit- 
nessed the sailing of a delegation of 
235 Knights to France. They visited the 
scenes of Casey’s service in Europe and 
then visited Pope Benedict XV. The 
pope, worried over non-Catholic 
proselytism of Catholic youth, asked the 
Knights to counteract American anti- 
Catholic propaganda in Rome. The 
Supreme Council accepted this 
unexpected invitation and, following its 
war experience, started a program of 
educational and recreational playgrounds 
in Rome. That invitation led in time to 
six Knights of Columbus playgrounds in 
the Eternal City, an investment of over 
$600,000, and an endowment of $1 
million. 

Growing in wisdom, age and grace 
after its work in World War I and its 
introduction to the Holy See, the Knights 
entered their fifth decade. Those were the 
Roaring Twenties; they were also years of 
continuing anti-Catholic prejudice, as 
memories of the Ku Klux Klan recall. 
The Knights joined in battle with the 
Klan and forces of racism. 


DESPITE EBBING finances, 
support of Catholic projects continued to 
characterize the Knights during the Great 
Depression of the 1930s. 


The Knights maintained the lead in 
protesting the continuing persecution of 
Catholics in Mexico. 


The order also helped the Church by 
disseminating and explaining the papal 
social encyclicals and by combating 
atheistic communism. 


WITH THE ADVENT of World War 
II in September, 1939, the Knights in 
Canada revived the K of C Huts 
program to serve the spiritual and 
recreational needs of the armed forces. 


In 1948 a Catholic Advertising 
Program was started in St. Louis, guided 
by the supreme’ chaplain and the 
Vincentian Fathers and Brothers of St. 
Louis, this campaign to advertise the 
Catholic faith was phenomenally 


successful. Long before. the word. | 


evangelization became current for 
Catholics, the Knights were advertising 


the faith, appealing for converts, looking’ 


for fallen-aways. 


In 1951 the Knights, . strengthening 
their relationship to the Holy See, began 
a program for the Preservation of Historic 
Documents at the unique Vatican 
Library. 

DURING THE 1950s several Knights 
of Columbus programs reached new 
goals. Loans to Catholic churches and 
institutions now totaled over 3 million 
dollars. The K of C Vatican Film Library 
opened in 1955 at St. Louis University. 
This collection represented a wealth of 
materials, covering 9.5 million 
manuscript pages. 

In 1958 the order beak the Father 
McGivney memorial altar in St. Mary 


Church, New Haven, CT.

In 1954 the U.S. bishops started 
construction of the upper church of the 
Shrine of the Immaculate Conception in 

-Washington, DC. The shrine had 

“functioned since 1926 as a crypt church. 
Now the bishops were building the 7th 
largest church in the world as the national 
Catholic shrine to the Blessed Mother. 
Running short on money, the bishops 
asked the Knights to save the planned bell 
tower. The Knights agreed and pledged 1 
million dollars for the 329-foot campanile 
with 56 bells. 


THE 1960s and early 1970s were a 
time of change and social unrest. 


Under the leadership of John W. 
McDevitt, chosen supreme knight in 
1964, the Knights held firmly with the 
pope and bishops in faith and morals, 
while being progressive in social 
questions. 


In 1965 Catholic University of America 
celebrated its 75th anniversary. The 
Knights donated a birthday gift: a Pro 
Deo and Pro Patria Scholarship Fund of a 
half million dollars. 


IN 1968 a new project of the bishops, 
the Center for Applied Research in the 
Apostolate (CARA), was funded by the 
Knights to examine the ingredients of an 
effective college campus apostolate. 


The most recent decade of Columbian 
history saw an increase of geometrical 
proportions in service to the Church. In 
1977 Virgil C. Dechant became the 12th 
supreme knight.

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Knights stress loyalty to 


faith, Church, Holy Father

The soul of the Knights of Columbus is 


their Catholicity. Consequently this 
dominates all their programs and 
activities. 


It manifests itself in the way the 
Knights live their faith: basically through 
loyalty to the Holy Father; loyalty to the 
priests; loyalty and. support of the 
priorities of the Church. 


THE NEED FOR this loyalty was 
brought home to me on May 13, 1981, 
when I stood in St. Peter’s Square, 
awaiting the arrival of Pope John Paul II 
for his Wednesday audience. Suddenly 
shots rang out, and the whole Catholic 
world fell to its knees in prayer as our 
Holy Father slumped over, wounded by 
the bullets of a cowardly assassin. That 
the Vicar of Christ, a man of love and 
peace, could be the target of anyone’s 
hatred and violence, was beyond belief. 


Had the Holy Father succumbed to his 
wounds, the Church would have gone on, 
down to the end of time as Jesus 
promised. But we all would have lost a 
special person in our lives, a charismatic 

_ pope whose pastoral journeys have 
brought the warmth of his personal touch 
into many lives. 


Certainly the Knights’ programs would 
have continued, but the order would have 
been deprived of a great source of 
inspiration. Many of our projects are, in 
essence, the programs of Pope John Paul 
II. I refer to our efforts to revive devotion 
to Mary and her rosary; our work to 
increase vocations to the priesthood and 
religious life; our impetus toward 
strengthening Catholic family life; our 
support for Catholic education; our 
initiatives in evangelization. 


I WAS IN ROME when the attempt 
on the pope’s life was made because I had 
been invited by William Cardinal Baum, 
prefect of the Sacred Congregation for 
Catholic Education, to represent our 
order : at the Second International 
Congress for Vocations. It opened on 
May 10, the ‘‘World Day of Prayer for 
Vocations.’’ The congress began with a 
Mass offered by Pope John Paul II and 
concelebrated by some 200 bishops and 
priests in St. Peter’s Basilica. I was 


privileged to receive Communion from 
the Holy Father. Father John V. 
McGuire, CSsR, chairman of the order’s 
Vocation Committee, was among the 
concelebrants. : 

The Knights of Columbus were one of 
just two lay organizations invited to 
participate in this congress, and I 


recognize in this a tribute to the order’s ~ 


vocations programs. 


A major area of involvement by the 
Supreme Council’s Vocations Committee 
is promoting awareness of the need for 
vocations. Advertisements in the college 
edition of NEWSWEEK continue to yield 
responses from young men and women. 
A new series of full-color ads on the back 
cover of our official publication, 
COLUMBIA, places information on how 
the saints chose their way of life in 1.35 
million homes each month. Vocation 
interviews with priests or seminarians are 
published monthly in the SQUIRES 
NEWSLETTER, the organ of our youth 
branch. 


MATERIALS FOR PROMOTING 
vocations continue to be available from 
the Supreme Office, including a new 
booklet titled, Not to Be Served But to Serve. 


Among the state councils, notable 
projects have been reported to the 
Supreme Council Vocations Committee. 


The Knights are convinced that hand 
in hand with religious or priestly 
vocations is the need for strengthening 
family values, for the roles of husband, 
wife, father, mother are vocations in 
themselves. We are working hard to turn 


our order into a family-oriented society | 


and I believe we are succeeding. 


In 1980 the Board of Directors agreed 
to underwrite the cost of a three-year 
program for the Canadian Conference of 
Catholic Bishops: ‘‘Growth in Faith in 
and through the Family.’’ This media 
campaign to enrich family life has been 
launched across Canada. 

MANY OF THE problems facing 
families today touch on the doctrinal and 
moral teachings of the Church. To 
respond in these areas, we look to the 
guidance of the Magisterium — the

teaching authority of the Church. We 
look here to our shepherds — the Holy 
Father and our bishops. 

The main difficulty in this regard 
appears to. be the issue of artifical 
contraception, perhaps the single greatest 
cause for couples to fall away from the 
practice of their faith. : 


The great tragedy of this dilemma is 
that it need not be. Major breakthroughs 
in the techniques of natural family 
planning assure that couples who learn 
simple methodologies can take advantage 
of a safe, reliable, natural way to plan 
their families responsibly, in conformity 
with Humanae Vitae. 


THE KNIGHTS in Canada and the 
Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops 
have made natural family planning a joint 
project. 

The Knights have agreed to fund a 
similar program for the bishops in the 
United States. It is expected to 
disseminate natural family planning 
information throughout the nation’s 170 
dioceses. 

The program is being conducted under 
the auspices of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops’ Committee for Pro- 


Life Activities, headed by ‘Terence 
Cardinal Cooke, archbishop of .New 
York. 


AMONG THE PROJECTS to be 
undertaken by the coordinator and his 
associates will be the sponsoring of 
conferences in each diocese so each see 
can set up a natural family planning office 
to promote and coordinate activities at the 
grass roots. 


The bishops’ committee will welcome 
the cooperation of all groups which are in 
conformity with the Church’s teaching on 
‘marriage and family life and adhere to the 
guidelines set down in the encyclical 
Humanae Vitae. 


PRECIOUS — Knights’ funding helps 
to microfilm precious Vatican 
documents for safekeeping and 
posterity. , 


The natural family planning offices of 
the U.S. and Canadian bishops also will 
maintain contacts . with national 
professional organizations such as the 
Catholic Health Association, National 
Conference of Catholic Charities, 
Marriage Encounter, Engaged 
Encounter, Christian Family Movement, 
National Council of Catholic Women, 
Catholic Daughters of America, and the 
conferences of Major Superiors of Men 
and Women Religious. ; 


THE ORDER CONTINUES to 
support the pro-life efforts of the the U.S. 
and Canadian bishops by annual grants. 


‘‘First and Always Catholic’’ would be 
nothing more than a slogan for our order 
if we, as Catholics, knew little or nothing 
about our faith. The Knights of 
Columbus have a proud tradition of 
support for Catholic education. In 1980 
the Knights set up the one million dollar 
‘Father Michael J. McGivney Fund for 
New Initiatives in Catholic Education’”’ 
under the auspices of the National 
Catholic Educational Association to 
research increased effectiveness for 
Catholic schools. 


At the audience granted to the officers 
and representatives of the Knights during 
his 1979 visit to the U.S., Pope John Paul 
II singled out the order’s initiatives in 
evangelization as particularly worthy of 
his commendation. 


I AM HAPPY to report that the 
satellite uplink program, conducted by: 
the Knights in cooperation with the 
Pontifical Commission for Social 
Communications, continues to bring the 
Holy Father to a global TV audience at 
least three times a year. It has helped 
Pope John Paul II extend his charismatic 
powers throughout the world in a few 
short years. 

The satellite initiative is part of the 
order’s Catholic Advertising Program to 
which every member contributes 80 cents 
a year. This fund also supports the 
Catholic Information Service, which 
brings the truths of our faith to the 
general public by ads in wide-circulation 
secular journals. Last year 98,075 
inquiries were received in response to 
these ads and 7,464 persons enrolled in 
the 10-lesson free correspondence course. 
Since 1948, when the program was 
inaugurated, a total of almost 7 million 
inquiries have been answered and about 
700,000 enrollees have received 
instructions in the faith. 


With the objective of assisting our 
bishops in meeting. the challenges of 
today, the order was approached in 1979 
by the Pope John XXIII..Center for 
Medical-Moral Research, baséd in St.

Jesus saw a funeral procession with a 
weeping mother following the bier of her 
only son, He was so moved with pity that 
He approached her and said, ‘Do not 
cry.’ Then He touched the litter and said, 
“Young man, I bid you get up.’ The dead 
man sat up and began to speak and Jesus 
gave him back to his mother. 


‘‘Father McGivney could not return 
sons and husbands to the weeping women 
of his day, but he was determined to do 
the next best thing. He would provide 
them with new sources of support and an 
extended family which could offer help 
and solace in their crisis,’’ the supreme 
chaplain stated. Bishop Greco added that 
research into Father McGivney’s life 
uncovers nothing negative about him. 


The prelate related that one of the most 
graphic descriptions of Father McGivney 
comes from a contemporary priest, 
Father Joseph Daley, whom he quoted as 
follows: 


‘“‘T SAW HIM but once, and yet I 
remember his pale beautiful face as if I 
saw it only yesterday. It was a priest’s 
face; and that explains everything. It was 
a face of wonderful repose. There was 
nothing harsh in that 
countenance...Guile and ambition were 
as far from him as from heaven. To meet 
him was at once to trust him: Children 
loved him. And the very old people of the 
neighborhood whom he hunted up and 
who got part of his time, even on busy 
days, called him a positive saint and 
meant it. 

‘In the annals of the priesthood of New 
England no name deserves brighter 
honor than that of Father Michael J. 
McGivney. His short life of 38 years, 
closing in the summer of 1890, was yet 
rich in every sacerdotal virtue — the love 


for. souls of the true alter Christus, the 
childlike piety of the cure d’Ars, the zeal 
of Vincent de Paul for works of mercy, 
the unfatigued optimism of the associates 
of Ozanam — these traits, so precious in 
the sight of man and heaven, were clearly 
mirrored in the soul of that good, simple, 
honest priest of Connecticut. 


‘*His special vocation it was to develop 
Catholic manhood, to bind into one 
conspicuous solidarity all the elements 
that make for strengh of character and so, 
indeed, to bring out that solidity of 
character — in other words, that 
Catholicity — prominently in its strength 
before the world. Thanks to his labors, 
the society of the Knights of Columbus 
was organized in 1882. Its purpose was to 
create among Catholic laymen a 
confraternity which, while not being a 
religious society in the strict sense of the 
word, exacted from its members certain 
religious qualifications — the open 
profession of the Catholic faith and filial 
submission to the Chuch in all matters of 
doctrine, discipline and morals.’’ . 


BISHOP GRECO STATED that in 
addition to his deep compassion, Father 
McGivney had one other characteristic 


‘that made him a reflection of his divine 


model. ‘‘Like Jesus he was also a man 
whose zeal consumed him,’’ the bishop 
said. Father McGivney served as the first 
secretary of the Knights of Columbus and 
was chiefly responsible for building it on a 
sound basis. Due to a new assignment, he 
gave up his secretarial position and was 
given that of supreme chaplain. 


“ However, his heavy pastoral work, his

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took their toil on his health, the bishop 
stated. He was struck with pneumonia in 
January, 1890. He traveled to New York 
on two occasions for treatment but died 
on August 14 of that year, two days after 
his 38th birthday. 


Bishop Greco related that it was not 
traditional at that time to make special 
efforts to preserve the remains of the 
deceased: ““Yet ‘some.cof his 
contemporaries manifestly felt that Father 
McGivney was an unusual man and 
perhaps some special arrangements 
should be undertaken,’’ the prelate said. 
‘*Anyway, a rather elaborate brick vault 
was constructed and after the coffin was 
lowered the vault was sealed with a stone 
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slate. When the remains were exhumed 
on December 8, 1981, they were found to 
be remarkably well preserved. The 
vestments on his body were quite 
recognizable. The crucifix of the rosary 
which had been placed in his hands for 
burial was recovered. The soles and heels 
of his shoes were still intact. The skeleton 
was intact and the name on the casket 
clearly identified him as Father Michael 
J. McGivney.’’ 


BISHOP GRECO STATED that 
entombment of Father McGivney’s 
remains in St. Mary Church ‘‘will be an 
inspiration to thousands upon thousands 
of Knights and their families who will 
visit the shrine of Columbianism in the 
years and decades ahead:”’

IF MISS Cosmopolitan’s Ralph Lauren hacking jacket 
starts to itch like a hairshirt when she sees something on 
television about famine in the Horn of Africa, she just 
stretches out her carefully manicured hand and picks up 
her checkbook. Nuclear peril? Boat people? El Salvador? 
South Africa? Northern Ireland? She’ll write a check. 


Now you and I might feel that elegant self-indulgence 
doesn’t exactly bring out the best in human nature, and 
the type of ‘‘charity’’ represented here would be 
abhorrent to even the most irredeemably secular of 
secular humanists; but what do we have to counter Miss 
Cosmopolitan? Don’t underestimate her. She’s tough. 
And we need somebody tough. 


Well, we have Jean Donovan, whose story is told in the 
PBS documentary Roses in December. When Miss 
Donovan was graduated from Case-Western Reserve 
University in 1977, she took a job as a management 
consultant with a Cleveland firm and was promptly 
earning $20,000 a year. 

MISS DONOVAN could write plenty of checks, and 
she in fact must have.

Miss Donovan had everything, it seemed, including a 
fiance who: loved her deeply.

MISS DONOVAN didn’t send a check, she sent 
herself. And it wasn’t, judging. from Roses in December, 
because she felt ‘the guilts.”” Miss Donovan, though she 
wrote in her diary of the injustice of the poverty that 
ground down the people of Latin American, was not the 
sort of person to waste energy on guilt. 


No, it was love not guilt that took her to El Salvador 
and to a martyr’s death beside a deserted highway in 
Chalatenango province on Dec. 2, 1980, along with 
Ursuline Sister Dorothy Kazel and Maryknoll Sisters 
Maura Clark and Ita Ford. She went there because she 
believed that God was calling her there. She knew that she 
could do something for the poor of Latin America, but she 
also knew that they, in God’s providence, could do much 
more for her. 


Miss Cosmopolitan thinks only in terms of how much 
the poor need her. Her salvation will be at hand only 
when she begins to realize how much, in fact, she needs 
them. Let’s hope she puts down her favorite magazine 
long enough to watch Roses in December.

NATIONAL CITY — An otherwise lively and 
competent production of Godspell, billed as a 
musical adaptation of St. Matthew’s Gospel and 
currently running at the Lamb’s Players Theatre, 
has everything going for it but a poke at the 
Catholic Church.

If this is so, one wonders why they stooped so low. 


The production itself is a good one, with 
imaginative staging, music and dance.

Did feminists ‘censor motherhood song?

ALBANY, N.Y. .(N©)‘‘I’ve Never Been to Me,” a 
current song which endorses marriage and motherhood, 
has become the latest: battleground for pro-and anti- 
feminist forces. 


Already a number one-hit in at least 15 countries, the 
song has provoked so much controversy in the United 
States that its producer, Motown Records, issued an 
edited version. é 

THE EDITED version includes an instrumental 
section in place of the third stanza of the song, which is 
spoken in the original release. 


Words edited out of the song, which tells of a woman’s 
fruitless attempt to find happiness through a series of 
illicit sexual liaisons, stress the emptiness which the singer 
has found on her journey. - 


MOTOWN ISSUED the edited version after the 
company received complaints from disc jockeys who 
apparently had received compiaints from feminist 
listeners. 


Ron Miller, who wrote the song, said that complaints 
came from areas ‘‘where there is a lot of pro-ERA 
activity,’’ and cited Minnesota in particular. 

He said the company reacted to the complaints because 
it was afraid it would lose money if it didn’t. 

MILLER, WHO described himself as a ‘‘liberal’’? who 
would not be espousing an anti-ERA position, said he was~ 
not making a statement about motherhood or any other 
specific issue. 3 

‘“‘T was concerned about what happens when we come 
to the point of no return,’’ Miller said. ‘‘We all do things 
which can mess up our lives, such as drink, gamble or 
become involved in prostitution, but we can come back 
from all of them. f 

“‘T wanted to do a character study of someone who 
can’t come back and to say ‘Don’t put yourself in that 
position.’ I had the woman singing to the housewife but it

MILLER SAID only three percent of the radio 
stations played the edited version, but, Phyllis Schlafly, 
president of Eagle Forum, and an anti-ERA activist, said 
her research indicated that “‘stations, played the edited 
version more than half the time.’’ 

She also said that Motown issued the second version of 
what’s been called ‘‘The Phyllis Schlafly National 
Anthem’”’ as a response to pressure groups which she 
described as ‘‘feminists’’ and ‘‘anti the role of 
motherhood. 

‘* ‘Censorship’ is the current chic slogan of the liberals 
who today are trying to intimidate pro-family activists 
who object to obscenity, profanity, blasphemy, 
immorality and violence,’’ she said. But, ‘‘The pressure 
groups against motherhood and traditional moral 
standards are the most ruthless censors of all.’’

‘‘Jesus was forgiving, but all too often 
we see ga lack of Christian openness to 
people who have been in prison. I’m not 
saying that people don’t belong in prison, 
but I am saying that they deserve an even 
break when they get out.’’ 


THIS SAME lack of love is a great 
hindrance to the ecumenical movement, 
noted Father Manning, as well as the fact 
that many Protestants simply know 
nothing about Catholics and the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


Accordingly, he offers viewers both 
Church doctrine, with a special emphasis 
on the sacraments, and people who have a 
special ‘‘witness value,’’ people who may 
not make the headlines, but who, through 
their own lives, can offer hope to others; 
and he ties both to the real situation of the 
Church in the world of today, he said, by 


Fr. Mike: ‘Witness value’ 


showing their relationship to the 
important concerns of today, whether El 
Salvador, undocumented workers or 
youth gangs in East Angeles. 


From the 500 or so letters he receives 
each week from his viewers, Father 
Manning has found that many 
Protestants are ‘‘shocked at finding we 
love Jesus very much, and I try to portray 
Catholicism in terms of our real 


’ experience of the Lord Jesus.”’ 


THERE IS also mail from people who 
feel helpless, weak, afraid and alone, he 
said, and a television ministry is a way to 
reach them and offer them help. 


“I’m excited about Jesus and in telling 
people that He’s the answer,”’ said Father 
Manning. ‘‘And if I can’t do that, then 
there isn’t any reason for me being a 
priest.’’
